Dulles Declares

WASHINGTON 1^—The security 
firing of veteran diplomat John 
Paton Davies Jr. on grounds o f 
lack of judgment, discretion and 
reliability” threatened today to be­ 
come a new center of public con- j 
troversy. 
Secretary of State Dulles, an- i 
nouncing the immediate dismissal J 
of a key figure in the 10-year-old 
dispute over America’s China pol-! 
icy, said yesterday he was affirm­ 
ing the unanimous findings of a ! 
special five-man security board, 
j 
Dulles said neither he nor the | 
panel found Davies “disloyal in the 
sense of having any Communist af­ 
finity” 
or 
that he 
“ consciously 
helped” an enemy of this country. 
Decides Best Thing 
Dulles announced he had decided 
with the board that “ the continued 
employment of Mr. Davies is not 
clearly consisent with the interests 
of national security.” 
Davies, who had been cleared 
seven times under the Trum an ad­ 
ministration, announced he would 
not contest the decision. But he de­ 
clared in a statement he did not 
feel there were ‘adequate grounds’ 
for it. Davis had been in the diplo­ 
matic service 23 years, much of 
the time in China. 
He got the word of his dismissal 
in a personal talk with Dulles and 
shortly before a public announce­ 
ment. 
The announcement did not say 
on what specific points in Davies’ 
record the decision against him 
was based. 
State D epartment officials were 
unable to say what effect the dis­ 
missal would have on Davies’ re­ 
tirement benefits but the New York 
Times said he loses those benefits 
which he otherwise could have col­ 
lected in less than four years. 
Davies. 46, has been a diplomatic 
and political storm center for years 
because during the latter stages of 
World War II he urged that the 
United States take firm steps to 
‘revitalize’ Nationalist China’s Ku- 
omintang 
State Department rec­ 
ords already published show that 
Davies said such a revitalized par­ 
ty could be a "significant force” in 
a coalition government with the 
Communists—a measure designed 
to forestall outright R<‘d conquest. 
If Chiang Kai-shek’s party could 
not be “ reformed,” Davies said, 
the United States should consider 
trying to win cooperation from the 
Chinese Reds. 
Davies has been criticized by 
those who claim U. S officials did 
not do enough to help the struggling 
Chiang regime while it still was on 
the mainland and that this con­ 
tributed to the Red victory there. 
Last year, Sen. McCarthy (R-Wis> 
said the Eisenhower administration 
“ struck out” by not firing Davies. 
Several Factors 
The possibility of further contro­ 
versy in the Davies affair arises 
from several factors: 
1. Davies said he had a s k e d 
Dulles to make public ‘the whole 
record on my case, including mv 
1950 recommendations that we seek 
a preventive showdown with the 
Soviet Union.” This was the first 
hint that he had made such a pro­ 
posal. 
2. It appeared probable that the 
Foreign Service Journal, a m aga­ 
zine published by foreign service 
officers, would also ask publica­ 
tion of the record on the ground 
that the Dulles announcement yes­ 
terday did not make the issues j 
clear for the future guidance of U. | 
S. diplomats. 
Also asking publication was form 
er Ambassador George F. Kennan, 
a prominent career d i p l o m a t 
whom Dulles retired last year in 
consequence of differences over pol 
icy. Kennan called Davies’ dismis­ 
sal ‘ill advised.” 
3. Democratic party leaders, re­ 
turning to power in the next Con­ 
gress have indicated they intend to 
investigate security firings of the 
Eisenhower administration. T h e 
Davies disonissal falls into that cat­ 
egory.

WASHINGTON i/F—The security 
firing of veteran diplomat John 
Paton Davies Jr. on grounds o f 
lack of judgment, discretion and 
reliability” threatened today to be­ 
come a new center of public con­ 
troversy.

Dulles announced he had decided 
with the board that ‘‘the continued 
employment of Mr. Davies is not 
clearly consisent with the interests 
of national security.” 
Davies, who had been cleared 
seven times under the Truman ad­ 
ministration, announced he would 
not contest the decision. But he de­ 
clared in a statem ent he did not 
feel there were ‘adequate grounds’ 
for it. Davis had been in the diplo­ 
matic service 23 years, much of 
the time in China. 
He got the word of his dismissal 
In a personal talk with Dulles and 
shortly before a public announce­ 
ment. 
The announcement did not say 
on what specific points in Davies’ 
record the decision against him 
was based. 
State Department officials were 
unable to say what effect the dis­ 
missal would have on Davies’ re­ 
tirement benefits but the New York 
Times said he loses those benefits 
which he otherwise could have col­ 
lected in less than four years. 
Davies. 46. has been a diplomatic 
and political storm center for years 
because during the latter stages of 
World W’ar II he urged that the 
United States take firm steps to 
‘revitalize’ Nationalist China’s Ku- 
omintang. State Department rec­ 
ords already published show that 
Davies said such a revitalized par­ 
ty could be a “significant force” in 
a coalition government with the 
Communists—a measure designed 
to forestall outright R<*d conquest.

The Splendor 
of Self-Control

The Scripture selections for the 
present Sunday school lesson con­ 
tains some worth while statem ents 
concerning the philosophy of keep­ 
ing fit. 
The authors of The Proverbs be­ 
longed to that worthy group of 
Hebrew 
philosophers 
who 
dealt 
with those homely questions of 
every-day and present-day .living 
which are of concern to everybody. 
The Hebrews of the pre-Christian 
era had no philosophers who delved 
into the intricate questions of cause 
and effect, tim e and space and 
sim ilar them es; for these, after all, 
were not the greatest problems for 
hum anity. These Hebrew philoso­ 
phers were sim ilar to the early 
Am erican philosophers of pulpit, 
platform 
and 
country store, 
of 
which Benjam in Franklin is a good 
exam ple. They can well be called 
the philosophers of common things 
for the common man. They w ere 
a few centuries ahead of Plato, 
Aristotle and Demosthenes, t h e 
great philosophers of Greece, and 
many centuries ahead of the m ore 
m odern 
philosophers, 
of 
which, 
Spencer and Bacon are notable ex­ 
amples. 
In fact, the philosophy of The 
Proverbs is more and far greater 
than m ere philosophy — it is a re­ 
ligion. a religion which paved the 
way for Christianity. They are bas- 
on both reason and intelligence. 
God is a reasonable being. He 
wants His children to be intelligent 
Tnd to live intelligently. That is 
why Christianity is a religion of 
schools and learning. 
Christians 
know’, as did the writers of P rov­ 
erbs, that the more ignorant and 
superstitious 
a 
people 
are, 
the 
more heathen they are; the m ore 
intelligent 
they 
are. 
the 
better 
equipped they are to live as God 
wants them to live. 
In the light of Christianity, if 
one would 
live intelligently, 
he 
m ust (1) be willing to learn; <2) 
practice self - discipline: (31 keep 
the source clean with good habits, 
good food 
and exercise for the 
body, good literature and thoughts 
for the mind; (4) good associates, 
and (5> 
he m ust be persistent, 
constant and persevering in such 
conduct. 
Special em phasis in our lesson 
text is given to the worth of self- 
discipline. 
Vigorously condem ned 
are two of the most general and 
effective 
obstacles 
to 
self-disci­ 
pline; anger and intoxicating liq­ 
uor. These m onsters have alw ays 
cursed hum anity. 
Anger 
and 
thoughtless 
speech 
have 
m ade 
enem ies 
of 
form er 
friends, disrupted homes, bred h at­ 
ing 
factions in 
form er peaceful 
com m unities 
and 
caused bloody 
w ars 
between 
nations. 
The 
un­ 
bridled tongue has never been a 
builder, always a destroyer. 
The 
disciplined tongue is an unfailing 
attribute of the peacem aker, t h e 
good thinker, the progressive and 
loyal citizen. 
But even m ore hazardous to self- 
discipline is strong drink. T h e 
author of the 29th chapter of The 
Proverbs charges intoxicants with 
m any evil effects. But not all. He 
m entions only the dam ages done 
to the consum er, the drinker. He 
fails to mention the poverty, the 
heartaches, the crim e, the financial 
expense, the m aterial loss and the 
intense suffering of innocent people 
caused by the hvdra-headed dem on 
known as intoxicating liquor. 
N ations have tried to regulate 
its m anufacture and use; fam ilies 
have tried to live with it in peace: 
the drinker has tried to use it in 
m oderation; some of our present- 
day do-gooders Lave tried to treat 
its effects as a disease. But all in 
vain. Strong drink is just what the 
wise m an of The Proverbs said it 
was, 
and what all God-directed 
tenders of all tim e have called it. 
and what m ultiplied millions of its 
victim s have found it to be: 
a 
destroyer of the body, mind and 
soul. 
The Proverbs give both sides of 
*he picture. Not only do they give 
the evils which attend those people 
who lack self-discipline, but they 
also 
em phasize 
the definite

w ards for those who become m as­ 
ters of them selves. 
The w riters of The Proverbs de­ 
clare — and all history confirm s 


their claim s — that for the one

The Splendor 
of Self-Control 
By Clint ll. Denman 
The Scripture selections for the 
present Sunday school lesson con­ 
tains some worth while statem ents 
concerning the philosophy of keep­ 
ing fit. 
The authors of The Proverbs be­ 
longed to that worthy group of 
Hebrew 
philosophers 
who 
dealt 
with those homely questions of 
every-day and present-day .living 
which are of concern to everybody. 
The Hebrews of the pre-Christian 
era had no philosophers who delved 
into the intricate questions of cause 
and effect, tim e and space and 
sim ilar them es; for these, after all, 
were not the greatest problem s for 
hum anity. These Hebrew philoso­ 
phers were sim ilar to the early 
American philosophers of pulpit, 
platform 
and 
country 
store, 
of 
which Benjam in Franklin is a good 
exam ple. They can well be called 
the philosophers of common things 
for the common m an. They were 
a few centuries ahead of Plato, 
Aristotle and Demosthenes, t h e 
great philosophers of Greece, and 
many centuries ahead of the more 
m odern 
philosophers, 
of 
which, 
Spencer and Bacon are notable ex­ 
amples. 
In fact, the philosophy of The 
Proverbs is more and far greater 
than m ere philosophy — it is a re­ 
ligion, a religion which paved the 
way for Christianity. They are bas­ 
’d on both reason and intelligence. 
God is a reasonable being. He 
wants His children to be intelligent 
and to live intelligently. That is 
why Christianity is a religion of 
schools and learning. 
Christians 
know, as did the w riters of Prov­ 
erbs, that the m ore ignorant and 
superstitious 
a 
people 
are. 
the 
more heathen they are; the more 
intelligent they 
are, 
the 
better 
equipped they are to live as God 
wants them to live. 
In the light of Christianity, if 
one would live intelligently, he 
m ust (I) bt* willing to learn; (2) 
practice self-discipline; <3> keep 
the source clean with good habits, 
good food and exercise for the 
body, good literatu re and thoughts 
for the m ind; (4) good associates, 
and <5> he m ust be persistent, 
constant and persevering in such 
conduct. 
Special em phasis in our lesson 
text is given to the worth of self­ 
discipline. Vigorously condem ned 
are two of the m ost general and 
effective 
obstacles 
to 
self-disci­ 
pline; anger and intoxicating liq­ 
uor. These m onsters have always 
cursed hum anity. 
Anger 
and 
thoughtless speech 
have 
m ade 
enem ies 
of 
form er 
friends, disrupted hom es, bred hat­ 
ing factions in 
form er peaceful 
com m unities 
and 
caused bloody 
w ars 
between 
nations. 
The 
un­ 
bridled tongue has never been a 
builder, always a destroyer. 
The 
disciplined tongue is an unfailing 
attribute of the peacem aker, t h e 
good thinker, the progressive a n d ' 
loyal citizen. 
But even m ore hazardous to self­ 
discipline is strong drink. T h e 
author of the 29th chapter of The I 
Proverbs charges intoxicants with 
m any evil effects. But not all. He 
m entions only the dam ages done 
to the consum er, the drinker. He 
fails to m ention the poverty, the 
heartaches, the crim e, tho financial 
expense, the m aterial loss and the 
intense suffering of innocent people 
caused by the hydra-headed demon 
known as intoxicating liquor. 
Nations have tried to regulate 
its m anufacture and use; fam ilies 
have tried to live with it in peace: 
the drinker has tried to use it in 
m oderation: som e of our present- 
day do-gooders have tried to treat 
its effect* as a disease. But all in 
vain. Strong drink is just what the 
wise man of The Proverbs said it 
was, 
and w hat all God-directed 
tenders of all tim e have called it. 
and what m ultiplied millions of its 
victim s have found it to be: 
a 
destroyer of the body, m ind and 
soul. 
The Proverbs give both sides of 
the picture. Not only do they give 
the evils which attend those people 
who lack self-discipline, but they 
also em phasize 
the definite re­ 
w ards for those who becom e m as­ 
ters of them selves. 
The w riters of The Proverbs de­ 
clare — and all history confirm s 


their claim s - 
who controls him self can be ex­ 
pected the joy which attends peace 
of mind and soul; that he will be 
honored by his own self-respect, 
the adm iration of others and the 
approval of God; that he will find 
contentm ent in life and that he 
will enjoy a useful and long life, 
a life lengthened into an eternity

Pro­ 
ducers with broiler type hens like 
this system better since they can 
control the body weight of the 
birds and can get more satisfactory 
egg production. 
The all-mash system of feeding 
has a disadvantage of not being 
able to use any of the farm pro­ 
duced grains. It is normally a 16 
per cent protein mash that is self 
fed as a complete ration. 
A third system of feeding is the 
use of a 30 to 32 per cent concen­ 
trate and grains, all of which are 
fed free choice. This system makes 
the maximum use of home pro­ 
duced grains and is generally a 
cheaper ration because of this 
fact. The choice of feeding system 
should be made on the basis of 
which one is the cheaper to use.

Let’s say it takes $30 per 
acre to produce a yield of 40 b u ­ 
shels of corn. This results in a cost 
of $.75 per bushel. On the other 
hand, an average yield of 70 bu­ 
shels produced at an acre cost of 
$45 would give a bushel cost of 
about $.65. In other words it w ould 
take 332 acres of corn producing 
40 bushels per acre to m ake the 
sam e profit as 168 acres of com 
producing 70 bushels per acre. 
A nother advantage of productive 
soil is the fact th a t the choice of 
crops which can be grown is con­ 
siderable greater than on an u n ­ 
productive soil.

BORE YOURSELF TO SLEEP 
The dog, the cat. the baby in 
the crib — how do they spend most 
of their time? Sleeping. It’s so easy 
for them to drop off anywhere, 
anytime. Then why can’t you sleep 
whenever you wish? It’s probably 
because you’re so intelligent. 
It was q u i t e an achievement 
when man got sm art enough to 
stay awake two thirds of the time. 
New born infants, like the lower 
animals, wake only when stimulat­ 
ed by hunger, pain, fear, or some 
other primitive urge. When their 
needs arc satisfied, they go back 
to sloop. As the brain develops, 
the baby becomes more and more 
aware of what goes on around him. 
There are many more sensations 
to keep him awake. And when he 
becomes an adult with a fully de­ 
veloped brain, life can bo so very 
stimulating that sometimes he just 
can’t sleep. 
The type of insomnia that af­ 
flicts almost everyone once in a 
while results from over-stimula­ 
tion. You get into a political dis­ 
cussion. and when you go to bed 
you lie awake thinking up perfect 
arguments.
